A» postmaster 
bo WHH known to every man, woman 
and child for live miles around, and 
you would say that his identity could 
be proved above any other man's. One 
morning Day was iiitoslug, and within 
an flour, the.widow startled the com- 
munity by charging him with attempt- 
ed assault and robbery. 
Her state- 


ment was to the effect that sit* had 
been awakened about midnight and 
found him in her room. She had that 
day received $2,000 In cash, and he de- 
manded tbe money. When she cried 
out, he struck her with a club, and dur- 
ing the few minutes she wag uncon- 
scious he secured the money and fled. 


Did any one doubt hfer story? Was 


there the slightest reason to suspect 
she could be mistaken? She had Been 
him and heard his voice. So also had 
Frank and Hattie ns he left the bouse. 
Be had taken a freight train which 
passed the station at 1 o'clock a. m., 
and the station agent had even spoken 
to him. As he was the only pas- 
senger, the conductor and two brake- 
tuen could fully identify him. Was 
there -ever a plainer case? 


It was three weeks before Mr. Day 


was overhauled and brought back for 
trial. He was not even flustrated. He 
calmly denied that he was Henry Day. 
He denied that he had ever been in 
Clayton. Indeed he was so cool and 
nervy that the officers, -who knew him 
as well as they knew their own chil- 
dren, began to doubt if he were really 
the man before they started back. 


Tbe prisoner declared the officers 


mistaken, but made no objection to re- 
turning with them. There were 500 
people at the depot to see him. Every 
one recognized him as Henry Day. 
Next day he was arraigned before a 
justice of the peace under that name.

story. The virgin's bower, marigold, 
maiden's hair and all like titles were 
originally named for the" Virgin Mary. 


The fritillaria, or checkered lily, be- 


fore the crucifixion -was pure white, 
with upturned cup. It stood proudly 
erect during the suffering until dark- 
ness enshrouded the earth, and it saw 
that all nature but itself was grieving. 
Then it bent low its head and tlouiicd 
garments of mourning and began to- 
weep. Still it hangs its head in som- 
ber attire and still each petal sheds a 
pearly tear. 


The veronica gets its name from a 


resemblance to the imprint of Christ's 
features left on St Veronica's hand- 
kerchief when she pressed from out 
the throng and wiped the perspiration 
from the Redeemer's brow. 


It lias never been decided what tree 


or trees furnished Wood for the cross. 
Oede says the cypress, the cedar, the 
pine and the box. but St Chrysbstom 
quotes from Isaiah Is, J3. "TJie glory 
of Lebanon (cedar) shall come unto 
thee, the fir tree, the pine tree and the 
Iwx together to beautify the place of 
my sanctuary,"' The four woods arc 
wnsidered, symbolic of the four quar- 
ters of the globe over which the in- 
fluence of the cross shall finally extend.
